ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE 
A high-frequency component includes at least one metallic supporting 
element which is made of bronze, particularly cast bronze. The proportion of zinc is less 
than 18 percent by weight, preferably less than 12 percent by weight. The component is 
substantially more resistant in an aggressive atmosphere, especially to ammonia and 
sulfur compounds, than brass.
